Customs, dated the Gth February, 1954, the Central Government hereby exempts 
sugar excluding confectionery imported into India and falling under Item No. 17 
of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII oi 1934), from so much 
uf the duty of customs leviable thejeon under the said Schedule read with any 
oilier law for the time being in force for the imposition of additional duties of 
customs, as is in excess of Rs. 11/- per cwt.
